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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on August 10, 2009 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 7-8 are canceled. Claims 4, 6 and 9 are active. No amendments to 
claims were presented with this Amendment. 

Rejection is maintained as it was set forth in preceding Office action mailed on 
May 1 1 , 2009. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 4 , 6 and 9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakanishi et al.( JP 2000-029247) in view of Hattori ( US 5,665,510). 

Rejection was adequately set forth in paragraph 1 of preceding Office action 
mailed on May 1 1 , 2009 and incorporated herein by reference. 



Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on August 10, 2009 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

3.1. Applicant's principal argument related to Claims 4, 6 and 9 rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nakanishi et al.( JP 2000-029247) in view of 
Hattori ( US 5,665,510) based on following statement: 
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" JP '247 ( Nakanishi) does not disclose improvement on balance of fixing properties 
and offset resistance properties and environmental stability. Further, JP '247 merely 
specifically discloses an embodiment with a styrene based resin as a main component 
(i.e., 50 wt% or more) which exhibits the desired effect described therein. Therefore, 
based on the teachings of JP '247, one of ordinary skill in the art could not have been 
led to balancing not only fixing properties and offset resistance properties but also 
environmental stability, or selecting the ratio of polyester resin and styrene resin to 
arrive at the subject matter recited in present claim 4" - see page 6 of arguments. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., balance of fixing properties and offset resistance properties and environmental 
stability) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In addition note, that as it was explained in rejection, Nakanishi meet all 
compositional limitations of Claim 4, including presence of epoxy groups in composition, 
but silent regarding amount of epoxy groups, which is taught by Hattori. Thus, all 
elements of Applicant's claimed subject matter disclosed by Nakanishi in view of Hattori, 
wherein Hattori provide motivation to one of ordinary skill to use this specific amount of 
epoxy groups in composition in order to obtain pulverizable composition for toner with 
optimized blocking properties. Regarding styrene content note, that Nakanishi disclose 
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styrene content in range from 60 wt% to 99 wt% - this range meet limitation as " styrene 
content ... is 35 wt.% or more". 

Therefore, rejection Claims 4, 6 and 9 based on combination of Nakanishi and 
Hattori is proper and sound.
